The  time  appointed  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  admission 
into  College,  is  the  day  preceding  Commencement. 

Applicants  from  a  distance,  however,  may  be  examined  at  the  close 
of  the  ensuing  vacation,  or  at  any  time  when  the  College  is  in  session.
